School Board may not feel very happy 
about-the-new provincial ruling on long- 
range building schemes, cutting the term 
to a maximum of three ‘years. The modi- 
fied policy has a direct effect on the local 
board, which had a once-defeated building 
by-law ready for a second submission to 
the ratepayers next month, On voting 
day, however, the board may have cause 
to be grateful to the provincial govern- 
ment for applying a brake. This could 
make the difference between success and 
defeat of a measure which, in most of its 
particulars, is of the utmost importance 
to the aecommodation of the rapidly 
increasing school population 
Many of those who rejected the by-law 
last December may now feel disposed. to 
vote for it. Amofg them are people who 
understood the need for additional schoo! 
rooms but did not feel inclined to give 
such broad spending authority to a board 
not yet elected. The present board enjoys 
a high degree of public confidence, and 
restriction of projects to a three-year plan 
assures that most of the expenditures 
would be made while this board—or at 
least a majority of its members—is still 
in office. The change of government 
policy throws extra work on the board 
and its officials, but the prospects for 
success of the by-law on voting day are 
very much bette! 


In Bad 


i: is not surprising that the British press 
until yesterday ignored a “backs' 
rumor concerning the Royal household 
that was apparently launched by a “sob- 
sister’ on an American daily, whose 
knowledge of royalty and British institu- 
tions cannot be extensive. The report was 
in extremely bad taste; offensive in its 
original and damaging in repetition over 
the telegraph circuits of the world of 
innuendo and gossip without any founda- 
tion. Had as much been suggested of 
any private individual without reason a 
libel cauise would have arisen immediately 
Royalty does not bring civil action, but 
there is no reason why it should be 
defamed because of that 

Examining the “rumor,” attributed in 
its original source to a nebulous “cafe 
society” in Britain, the London press 
branded it as “fantastic, malicious, base- 
less and ridiculous,".a frank consensus of 
opinion which Canadians will heartily 
endorse. There has not been, and under 
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The government’s insistence on “noth- 
ing but essentials” also should help to 
encourage a “yes'’ vote, No doubt the 
Victoria board sincerely believes that 
there is nothing in its building plan that 
could be dropped without harm to the 
education system, A second look never 
hurt anyone, however. If the board is 
able to scale the total down a bit, and 
if the government publicly puts its seal 
of approval on the re-drafted by-law, the

It may be that 
the government in striving to have British 
Columbia provided with the best in educa- 
tion facilities has over-reached itself a 
little and that the main purpose of schools 
could be achieved at somewhat less cost 
to property owners, Many of whom could

When in addition that is slanted 
into mischievous channels it can only be 
considered that it was intended to create 
mischief, Fortunately in this instance 
the hypothical “rumor” is of such an 
extravagant nature that it is not likely 
to be believed by any responsible indi- 
vidual anywhere. The damage that a lie 
can do is well known in this world, That 
anyone should want to start a lie about 
the Royal household remains the mystery 


Some Sideline! 


N the aftermath of two wars Germans 
have shown great aptitude for excuses. 
There is never an admission of defeat 
but the employment of numerous ifs and 
buts to account for the results. The latest 
example the claim by West Germany's 
new air force chief, now visiting Canada, 
that the Battle of Britain was a sideline 
Hitler didn't intend to beat Britain, says 
Lt.-Gen. Josef Kammhuber. The implica- 
tion is that if Hitler had really tried the 
story would have been different 
Well, it was quite a sideline. Between 
July 10, 1940, when the daylight action 
began, and 41, wh the Germans 
broke it off, the Luftwaffe sent so many 
planes over Britain it cost Germany 2,376 
of them, 1,783 destroyed and 643 damaged 
Some days they attacked 500 at a time 
When the Luftwaffe switched to night 
assault it initiated a slaughter of civilians 
which by the end of the war saw 60,000 
Britons killed and another 86,000 wounded 


and maimed. If Hitler had no intention 
of defeating Britain this must be the most 
remarkable military sideline in all history 
The plain fact of course is that Ger- 
many suffered a crushing defeat in British 
skies that fateful summer of 1940. Hitler 
actually lost the war when the Luftwaffe 
failed to bring Britain to its knees. It 
was no half-hearted assault, but an all-out 
attempt to bomb a nation into submission; 
unti] then in fact the most ruthless 
attempt in aerial warfare. The stubborn 
courage of the British people and the 
glory of British, Commonwealth and Allied 
pilots were too much for the Luftwaffe 
and for Hitler. That was all. No doubt 
the facts are unpalatable to General 
Kammbhuber, who in typical German style 
seizes on ifs and buts to try to explain 
away defeat. Someone should point out 
to him that reality is not denied by the 
thought that if one’s aunt had been a 
man she would have been one's uncle
